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Excis ion/A Iteration: 


Excisions Recommended But Not Made. 


Reason(s) for Excision: 

One excision is required to the DVD to remove part of a scene that depicts a woman 
engaging in anal intercourse with a man. His behaviour towards her during this activity 
becomes steadily more aggressive and bullying and he makes repeated attempts to 
have her engage in direct anus to mouth fellatio despite her apparent reluctance. The 
sequence presents degrading and dehumanising conduct and degrades, dehumanises 
and demeans the woman to a high degree and extent. The removal of this scene 
would also serve to reduce the degrading, dehumanising and demeaning elements in 
the publication as a whole. 


Classification Decision: 

The part or parts of the film for excision have not been excised from the publication. 
Therefore, the film is classified as Objectionable. 

If the part or parts of the film specified are excised from the film the publication is 
classified as Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted 
to persons who have attained the age of 18 years.

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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The DVD entitled Platinum The Best Of The Year is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This is because the publication presents sexual conduct of a strongly degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning nature and also degrades, dehumanises and demeans 
female participants to a high degree and extent. 

The publication is a slickly presented explicit adult DVD presenting a compilation of 
scenes in which men and women engage in hard-edged sexual activity, often in lavish 
or exotic settings. The original context for individual scenes has been lost in this 
publication and the scenes play as examples of the best “Private” product of the year 
2003. 

The main issue of concern is the depiction of physical and sexual behaviour towards 
women of a degrading and dehumanising nature, and the degree and extent to which 
the feature degrades, dehumanises and demeans the female participants and women 
in general. One scene depicts a male whose behaviour is aggressive and bullying 
towards the female participant, degrading and dehumanising her to a high degree and 
extent. The man consistently attempts to have the woman engage in activity that she 
has shown an unwillingness to perform and that may present a significant health risk. 
Likely injury lies in the impression the publication may give the viewer that women 
enjoy being treated in this manner and that, if cajoled or bullied enough, they will 
engage in activities which they have indicated a personal distaste for or have hitherto 
been reluctant to perform. 

The availability of the publication would, therefore, be likely to be injurious to the public 
good. The option of making an excision to remove part of the above scene was offered 
to the distributors of the publication. If this segment was excised, the explicit and 
sometimes degrading, dehumanising and demeaning nature of the publication mean 
that its availability would be likely to be injurious to the public good unless it were 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. The distributor of the DVD 
has declined to make the required excision and, as a result, the publication is classified 
as objectionable. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in relation to the 
classification of this publication. Given the material contained on the DVD the 
availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. The resultant 
limit on freedom of expression is prescribed by law. 
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
